Dr. Liu Hung-ngau, of the 
Kwong Wah Hospital said ‘that the 
‘decensed was admitted ‘to the 
hospital at 10 a.m."on July 25, He 
wag ‘Comatose and when it was 
diagnosed that he was- suffering 
from sewer gas ° poisoning, 
stimulents were ,administered and 
artificial respiration applied. He 
expired at 4 p.m, the following day: 

Mr. -D. S. Edward, assistant 
engineer of the Drainage Denart- 
ment ‘of the P:W.D., produced. a 
drainage from, the 
latrine:in Pak Hoi Street, ‘leading 
into the. sea, Regulations issued 
in Chinese and English to“each. of 
¢oolies-—-employed—~-in—the

Answering tho’ Coroner witness 
said that it :was dangerous to 
descend’ a manhole unless more 
than one of the holes were ‘opened.
